Diet and Health 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


IN TREATING a cut o r a 
wo und, the purpo se is to bring 
abo ut healing witho ut infectio n o r, 
at least, to reduce infectio n to the 
minimum. It is fo r this reaso n that 
immediate treatm ent o f the right 
« nrt. is im po rtant when a cut o r a 
wo und o ccurs. 
Of co urse, if a wo und is severe, 
a co nditio n kno wn as sho ck may 
develo p. 
In sho ck, there are pro stratio n, 
lo wering o f the blo o d pressure, 
slo wing o f the pulse, and co llapse. 
Hence, o perative treatm ent fo r 
any wo und sho uld no t be under­ 
taken while the patient is in the 
co nditio n o f sho ck. Rather, the 
immediate effo rt must he to treat 
•ho ck 
by 
keeping 
the 
patient 
warm, and by using blo o d tran s­ 
fusio ns o r blo o d plasma. 
Next to sho ck, the mo st urgent 
thing 
requiring 
treatm ent 
in 
wo unds is bleeding. It is fo rtu nate 
that mo st wo und* rarely bleed to 
any great extent. Ragged wo unds 
bleed less than tho se made by 
•harp instrum ents. The treatm ent 
fo r the bleeding o r hemo rrhage 
will, o f co urse, depend o n the size 
o f the wo und and its depth. So me­ 
times it is necessary to sew up the 
wo und, while in o ther cases, pres­ 
sure is applied to cause the bleed­ 
ing to sto p. 
In mino r cuts and wo unds, the 
first impo rtant thing is to get the 
wo und as clean and as free fro m

germs as is po ssible. There ii ao m# 
difference o f o pinio n as to ho w 
this may he do ne. So me phy sicians 
favo r cleansing the wo und by 
washing it under ru nning w ater, 
o r by enco uraging bleeding fo r a 
time. Others favo r no washing, but 
suggest the immediate applicatio n 
o f a suitable antiseptic, such as 
weak io dine so lutio n. So me may 
emplo y 
hy dro gen 
pero xide 
be­ 
cause, by fro thing, it acts as a 
cleanser. Ether is used, but it is 
painful. 
If there is a great deal o f danger 
fro m infectio n due to co ntam ina­ 
tio n, it may be advisable to apply 
o ne o f the sulfa drugs in po wdered 
fo rm. It is no t, as a rule, advisable 
to sew a wo und up tightly when 
sew ing is required, since this may 
seal in germs, and pro duce severe 
infectio n. If a great deal o f tissue 
ha* been damaged by an inju ry , 
the dead tissue may have to b# cut 
away befo re the wo und is sutured. 
It is im po rtant to remember 
: that, in deeper wo unds, tendo ns— 
! which attach muscles to bo nes— 
may be cut, o r a nerve may be cut. 
Hence, it is necessary that an ex­ 
aminatio n be made as so o n as po s­ 
sible to determine whether o r no t 
| this ty pe o f damage has o ccurred. 
Immediate sewing o f the tendo n 
o r nerve is advisable in practicaUy 
all instances, and it is fo rtu nate 
that the sewdng to gether o f the 
nerve ends allo w* the nerve to re­ 
generate, thus avo iding a perma- 
i nent paraly sis.

Fifty millio n peo ple will 
have to do this. 
2. Making an estimate o n 1945 
inco me and pay ing the first in ­ 
stallment o f tax due o n it Abo ut 
12 millio n peo ple will have to do 
this. 
3. Pay ing the unfo rgiven part o f 
tax du e o n 1942 inro me Abo ut 4 
millio n 
peo ple will have to do 
this. 
(There are 
special 
pro visio ns 
and exceptio ns—to be explained 
later in this series—fo r 
perso ns 
in the armed services ) 
Three gro ups have to do so m e­ 
thing abo ut taxes by March 15. 
Gro u p 1. Yo u—man, 
wo man, 
child, m arried 
o r 
single— m u st j 
file a tax retu rn if y o u had in­ 
co me 
o f $ 500 o r 
mo re 
in 1944 
even tho ugh y o u 're su re the full 
tax was withheld fro m it du ring 
the y ear. 
If y o u have a dependent—y o ur 1 
child, fo r instance—who had in­ 
co me o f less than $ 500 y o u do no t 
have to include o r repo rt that 
inco me in making y o u r return. 
Bu t—if y o ur wife had any in­ 
co me. no m atter ho w small, y o u , 
can no t claim the usual $ 500 ex 
emptio n fo r her 
unless 
y o u in­ 
clude her inco me in a jo int retu rn 
(If y o u made lesi than $ 500 and 
taxes were withheld fro m it, y o u 
can get a refu nd o n tho se taxes by 
filing a retu rn.) 
A child who earns $ 500 o r mo re 
must 
file his o wn 
separate re­ 
tu rn altho ugh, if he do esn't pay 
the tax due, the parent is respo n­ 
sible. 
And—the parent o l a child who 
earned $ 500 o r mo re can’t claim 
him as a dependent. 


Gro u p 2. This y ear full taxes 
will be withheld fro m wages end 
salaries up to $ 3.000 bu t— 
Any o ne—except w age-earners— 
who expect to make mo re than 
S500 and so me wagc-earners who 
expect to make mo re than $ 5,000 
will have to : 
F'ile an estimate o n the amo unt
